ment and to be able to "nnderstandlng- 
ly speak, read and write the English or 
Hawaiian language." 


To be qualified to vote for Senators 


a person must pjs*PS3 all the qualifica- 
tions and be suoject to all tbe condi- 
tions required of voters for Represen- 
tatives, and in addition own in his own 
right, real property worth $1000, upon 
which valuation legal taxes shall have 
been paid for the year preceding that 
in which toe offers to register, or shall 
have actually received a money Income 
of not less than $600 during the pre- 
vious year. 


The bill also provides for tbe election 


of a Delegate to the House of Repre- 
sentatives in Congress by the voters 
qualified to vote for Representatives in 
tbe Legislature, this Delegate to pos- 
sess the same powers and privileges 
now accorded to other Delegates in 
Congress. 


The Governor is to appoint a Chief 


Justice and two Associate Justices of 
the Supreme Court the Judges of the 
Circuit Court, the members of the 
Board of (Health, Commissioners of 
Public Instruction, Prison Inspectors, 
Boards of Registration, Inspectors of 
Election and other public boards that 
may be created by law, and all officers 
whose salaries exceed $2000 per annum. 


Other provisions of the bill are as 


follows: The Governor Is to possess the 
veto power, but his veto may be over- 
riden by a two-thirds vote of both 
bouses of the Legislature. 


Foreign goods and articles imported 


into the Islands after July 7. 1898, are.

A New Plan Frustrated-Rush of 


Five Men on a Customs Guard. 


Four Escaped. 


Five men oft* the Australia tried to 


stand up the Customs' guard at Oceanic 
wharf last night with the result that 
one of them Is at the station house 
with a dead-sure case of smuggling 
opium against him. 


It was shortly after the watch chang- 


ed at 6 o'clock that R. M. Macauley, 
Customs inspector, assigned Guard 
Vivachaves to the mam gate leading 
out on A'len street. Vivachaves had re- 
ported being offered a bribe by one of 
the Australia's crew during the after- 
noon and Macaulay placed himself in 
hiding close by and awaited the com- 
ing of 'the men, who usually go out in 
gangs after supper. 


Five men came along about 7 o'clock 


and made & rush for the gate. 
The 


first clinched with Vivachaves but by 
that time Inspector Macaulay was 
coming up on a dead run for the 
crowd and the gleaming barrel of Wa 
reveolver under the rays of the electric 
light— aimed directly at the men — 
made them halt in their desperate at- 
tempt. Vivachaves had blocked the 
narrow gate alongside the big en- 
trance, which was tightly locked and 
had the struggling man in close em- 
brace. Seeing their scheme had failed, 
the four men who were free, turned to 
their heels and back to the Anatralia'B 
gang plank. Dodging among: the piles 
of freight with which the Oceanic dock 
is now encumbered, Inspector Macao- 
lay found it useless to further pursue 
them and hastened back where- the- 
big sailor had Guard Vivachavea, who 
ts a rather slight young fellow, nearly 
exhausted. The smuggler gave in upon 
MacanMy*s~~jippTOB;ch SSA wsS'taXdiTd 
the Port Surveyor's office and searched. 
Nineteen half-pound tins of prime 
Hongkong opium were found secreted 
in side his shirt and various pockets of 
his clothing. 


Taken to the station house he gave 


his name as Hansen, a Swede, for 
many years past donkey man on tb» 
Australia. He had in hia possession 
$175, 
of which $130 was in Hawaiian 


currency and the remainder In United 
States gold. He claimed that two of 
the crowd with him had gone through 
the gate when he was stopped. 


This clever capture redounds not on- 


ly to the credit of the brave guardian 
and* inspector who secured the maa 
an? the stuff, but to Port Surveyor 
Stratemeyer, whose system of patrol 
makes it nearly impossible to land 
opium in this harbor. 


Further arrests may follow as it is 


suspected there are several of the crew

the territory of Hawaii as elsewhere 
in the United States 
This is the usual provision found in 


the acts of Congress providing for the 
establishment of temtorial govern- 
ments in the United States, but the 
Commissioners regard the provision as 
exceptionally Important in this bill for 
many reasons, among which they men- 
tion the continued importation of Chi- 
nese labor into Hawaii 


Remarking on this point they say 


"It has been the policy of the Govern- 
ment of Hawaii, before and since the 
establishment of the Republic, to Im- 
port men under labor contracts for a 
term of jears, at the expiration of 
•which they are to return to the coun- 
tries from which they came. Those 
brought in are mainly from China and 
Japan. Since the act of Congress an- 
nexing Hawaii was passed prohibiting 
Chinese immigration, Hawaiian sugar 
planters have seemed to be making an 
unusual effort in securing the importa- 
tion of Japanese laborers, 
fearing 


trouble and embarrassment on account 
of insufficient labor for the care and 
carrying on of their sugar plantations. 
Of course, it becomes necessary to ex- 
tend our labor laws over the Islands, 
so as to probit all kinds of foreign con- 
tract labor from coming to the terri- 
tory; first, because it Is the policy of 
this country to keep out all kmda of 
cheap foreign labor, including coolie 
labor, and thereby prevent such labor 
from interfering with the wages of 
American labor; and, secondly, to pro- 
tect our manufactured porducts from 
competition -with manufactured goods 
produced by cheap alien labor The 
general laws of the United States will 
place the people of the terntory on the 
same footing as the people of the 
States and other territories of the 
"United States in regard to the foreign 
labor 


The question whether white labor can 


"be profitably used in the sugar plan- 
tations Is yet a problem, but the plant- 
ers are preparing to give such labor a 
trial and some of them believe it will 
prove superior to the labor of either 
Chinese or Japanese. 


The Commissioners take pains to ex- 


press their united opinion that the plan 
outlined for the Government of Hawaii 
cannot be regarded as a precedent for 
Porto Rico and the Philippines, saying 
on this point "Much has been said to 
the effect that the policy or scheme of 
government for the Hawaiian Islands 
•will be taken and accepted as an index 
or precedent to be followed in the plan 
of government for Porto Rico and the 
Philippines 
In view of this apparent 


expectation or belief on the part of 
many good peop'e in the United States, 
the Commission deems it proper to ob- 
serve that the people of Hawaii are 
capable of self-government and have 
proved this by the establishment .of the 
Tlepublic of Hawaii and the adoption of 
a Constitution and code of laws which 
•would compare favorably with those of 
any other government, and under such 
conditions and laws have maintained a 
stable government for several years, 
worthy of a free people The people of 
those Islands are more or less familiar 
•with the institutions and laws of the 
United States, while the laws of the 
little Republic are largely taken from 
the laws of this country 


"It cannot be said that either the 


Porto Ricans or the Filipinos are at all 
familiar with our system of govern- 
ment or with any other based on the 
principle of liberty 
The underlying 


theory of our Government is the right 
of self-government and a people must 
be fitted for self-government 
before 


they can be trusted with responsibili- 
ties and duties attaching to a free gov- 
ernment 
These remarks are made to 


negative the idea that because the peo- 
ple of the Hawaiian Islands can In the 
judgment of the Commission be con- 
sistently gi\en self-government to an 
extent almost equal to that given the 
people in the States, it can safely be 
inferred that othfr insular possessions 
which thp United States have or mav 
acquire bv treaty with Spain ran be 
granted equal freedom in government 


The report is unanimous except on

by the Senate. The performances of 
like character under the Monarchy are 
too fresh in the minds of the Hawai- 
ian community to permit them to con- 
template without dismay the possibil- 
ity of a repetition thereof. 


"The Governor, under the provisions 


of the acts recommended by the Com- 
mission, will have less check to his ad- 
ministration of affaire than was the 
case with the sovereign under the Mon- 
archy, excepting only in the matter of 
office " 


The majority In their report express 


the opinion that the precaution is not 
necessary, saying that "the history of 
territories of the United States, cover- 
ing many yeara of experience, has not, 
in the opinion of the Commission, 
shown a necessity for the creation of 
any number of advisors " 


Of the other two bills, one relates to 


Hawaiian silver and the treasury notes 
and the other to postal savings banks 
in Hawaii. The first provides that un- 
mutllated Hawaiian silver coins shall 
be received at par value in payment of 
dues to the Government of Hawaii and 
the United States, and shall not again 
be issued, but shall on presentation in 
sums of $500 to either government be 
purchased and recoined as bullion at 
the United States Mint at San Fran- 
cisco All Hawaiian silver certificates 
are to be redeemed by Hawaii on or be- 
fore January 1, 1902. 


The other is a bill which repeals the 


Hawaiian laws establishing postal sav- 
ing banks, and directs the Secretary of 
the Treasury to pay the amounts on 
deposit in the postal savings banks in 
Hawaii to the persons entitled thereto, 
terminating the interest on all deposits 
on the 1st of July, 1899 and forbidding 
further deposits after that date. 


The report contains an inventory of 


the public property of the Republic 
which now inures to the United States, 
which is of an estimated value of $10,- 
418,740, distributed as follows Govern- 
ment public land, $4147,700; Govern- 
ment lots, sites, etc , $1,481,800, depart- 
ment property, $4,789,240 


The report gives considerable data in 


regard to duties collected, showing that 
under the Dingley bill the amount 
would have been much greater than It 
was This comparison shows that the 
collection for 1897, which was $548,483, 
would have been, under the American 
law, 
$902,706. 


The report recommends the construc- 


tion of a cable to the Islands, to be 
under the control of the United States, 
which, it says, is demanded by the mi- 
litary condition existing or liable to 
exist at any time 


Speaking of the character of 
the 


population of the Islands, and referring 
especially to the recommendation for 
conferring citizenship upon the Portu- 
guese and failing to confer It upon the 
Chinese and Japanese, the report says' 
"The Americans, although in such a 
small minority, practically dominate 
the government affairs of the country 
and, 
with the British and Germans and 


part-blood 
Hawaiian-Americans to- 


gether, constitute the controling ele- 
ment in business 
The Chinese and 


Japanese do not now possess political 
power n^r have they any important 
relation to the body politic except as 
laborers The Portuguese are largely 
immigrants from the islands and col- 
onies of Portugal in the Atlantic, and 
have never been very closely tied to 
their mother country With the certain 
attrition which is bound to exist be- 
tween them and the Americans in Ha- 
waii, and under the influence of the ex- 
isting public school system, which 
makes the study of the English lan- 
guage compulsory, they promise to be a 
good class of people for the growth of 
Republican ideas " 
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have looked to the assimilation of Ha- 
waii as a natural and Inevitable con- 
summation, in harmony with our needs 
and in fulfillment of our cherished tra- 
ditions. 
, 
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The questions heretofore pending be- 


tween Hawaii and Japan, growing: out 
of the alleged mistreatment of Japan- 
ese treaty immigrants, were, I am 
pleased to say, adjusted before tbe act 
of transfer by the payment of e rea- 
sonable indemnity to the Government 
of Japan. 


Under the provisions of the Joint res- 


olution the existing customs relations 
of the Hawaiian Islands with the Unit- 
ed States and with other countries re- 
main unchanged until legislation shall 
otherwise provide. The Consuls of Ha- 
waii, here and ift foreign countries, 
continue to fulfill their 
commercial 


agencies, while the United States Con- 
sulate at Honolulu Is maintained for 
all proper services pertaining to trade 
and tbe revenue. It would be desirable 
that all foreign consuls In the 
[an Islands should receive new exequa- 
turs from this Government. 


The attention of Congress 4s called 


to the fact that our consular offices 
having ceased to exist in Hawaii, ahd 
being about to cease in other countries 
oming under the sovereignty of the 
United States, the provisions for the 
relief and transportation of destitute 
American seamen in these countries, 
under our consular regulations will, In 
consequence, terminate. It la proper, 
therefore, that new legislation should 
be enacted upon this subject in order 
to meet the changed conditions. 


STEAMSHIP LINES. 


The annexation of Hawaii and the 


changed relations of the United States 
to Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philip- 
pines, resulting from the war, compel 
the prompt adoption of a maritime po- 
icy of frequent steamship communica- 
lon, encouraged by the United States 
under the American flag, with the new- 
y acquired islands. Spain furnished to 
t colonies, at an annual cost of about 
i2,000,000, steamship lines communicat- 
ng with a portion of the world's mar- 
kets, as well as with trade centers of i 
he home Government 
The 
United 


States will not undertake to do less. It 
s our duty to furnish the people of Ha- 
waii with facilities, under national con- 
rol, for their export and import trade. 
:t will be conceded that the present 
situation calls for legislation which 
shall be prompt, durable and liberal. 


The part which American merchant 


'essels and their seamen performed in 
be war with Spain demonstrates that 
his service, furnishing both pickets 
and the second line of defense, is a 
national necessity and should be en- 
ouraged in every constitutional way. 
Details and methods for the accom- 
plishment of this purpose are discussed 
n the report of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, to which the attention of 


'ongress is respectfully invited. 


CONSIDERATION OF BILL. 


WASHINGTON, December 8—When 


the Senate Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations today put over ull next week 
consideration of Hawaiian legislation, 
it was with a feeling on the part of the 
members that there will be a hard fight 
before there is any final settlement of 
the question 
Many Senators appear 


reluctant to take up the problem until 
it may be handled altogether. 


While this is the condition of the

through It is stated on authority here 
that there are now under way plans for 
the importation of immense amounts 
of merchandise into Hawaii, which 
pays the small tariff of the Islands and 
which is destined for entry into this 
country at a clear saving of something 
Irke 40 per cent ad valorem on 
the 


goods 
From Hawaii the purchasers 


expect to ship the goods into the Unit- 
ed States without the payment of duty. 


Senator Perkins will at once confer 


with Payne and Elkins, who Introduc- 
ed the customs bill, and endeavor to 
have them put into the measure con- 
tract labor, and exclusion clauses, as 
these are all subjects which comennder 
the Treasury There will be but that 
one department concerned in the bill, 
which it is hoped will be put through, 
even if the general bill shall fail 


The Hawaiian bill was only consid- 


ered in a very general way today, the 
committee d-eciding to postpone the de- 
tail work upon it for a week This de- 
cision was reached because the full re- 
port of the Commission had not been 
printed.

Th« 
consumption of meat bag lessened 
somewhat since the First New York 
regiment left, but the demand for fish 
is not at all diminished. 


George Manson, who has done such 


excellent and valuable service for the 
Board as sanitary Inspector in Wai- 
fciki, has been appointed permanently 
on the staff of the Board and will con- 
tinue the good work In. his district 
His pay -was started from October 1. 


Dr. Sandow, Jate of Helena, Mont., is 


placed as Government physician at 
Walanae, He has 'the plantation prac- 
tice. Dr. Sandow comes to the Islands 
highly recommended. 


Application has been made for Gov- 


ernment aid to the new Lihue hospital. 
The Legislature contemplated this 
grant and the Board voted to give the 
required assistance—4150 a month-^to 
begin January 1, 1899. Private dona- 
tions have been made for the Lihue 
hospital, which will be a public insti- 
tution. The establishment is a first 
class one, well equipped. 
Hllo hospital November 1 had five 


inmates. During the month twenty- 
two were received. The management 
spent something over 
$500 in the 


month and was paid from 
outside 


sources f 64. The (hospital was crowd- 
ed in November toy the military inva- 
sion. The 'Victoria annex was used and 
two special nurses were employed. 
There was assistance from the soldiers. 
It te expected that the United States 
Government •will pay a portion of the 
f 500 expended.

HELPLESS ON THE SHOALS. 
A great steamship, feeling her -way 


n a log, ran upon a low mud bank and 
stuck fast, about twenty miles from 
her port. She had on board a valuable 
argo and nearly three hundred passen- 
gers, most of whom were almost within 
sight of their homes. The tugs came 
and tried vainly to pull her into deep 
water. The oflicers were as a<JJe navi- 
gators as there had ever been. But she 
was helpless, and it was dead low wa- 
ter. Only one thing could be done — 
.o wait A few hours later the Captain 
said to his passengers, "The tide is ris- 
ng; we shall toe off presently." Sixty 
minutes more and the ship floated. It 
was now noon. At two o'clock sharp 
the impatient voyagers stepped ashore. 
They might have been delayed longer 
save for the fact which the captain had 
announced in four words. 
Perhaps this simple and not uncom- 


mon incident may contain a lesson for 
yon and me. Suppose we draw a little 
comparison and see. The man who 
learns nothing from things at bis el- 
bow will only waste his time going to 
college. 
Mr. William Jordan is grocer and 
postmaster at Bright Wadtham, Wan- 
tage, Berks, where everybody knows 
him and believes in him.

During all this excitement and talk 


of sugar, the second largest industry 
of these Islands, coffee, should not be 
overlooked. 


On Hawaii, where the largest amount 


is grown, most of this year's crop was 
picked between August and November. 


In the districts of Hamakua, Kona 


aud Puna there has been quite a large 
crop. In the largest district of all, 
Olaa, the crop has been very late. Dur- 
ing the month of July most of the 
places had a very heavy blossom but 
on account of the irregularity of the 
seasons this year most of the blossoms 
failed to set. But the blossom that 
came in October and November, which 
also was a heavy one, has set very well 
indeed. The picking will probably com- 
mence about February of next year 
and extend during most of the year. 


The higher levels in Olaa seem to 


have done better than those lower 
down, although Peter Lee's place, at 
eleven miles, has 'borne very heavy, in 
'act almost too much for the age of the 
trees, which is three years. 


The last few months have seen num- 


erous dry houses erected 
in Olaa, 


among the largest -being those of Che 


Capital Coffee Co., C. E. Aagau, Zim- 
merman, Jones and Grossman Bros. 
Mr. James erected at Mountain View 
a dry house in which he expects to dry 
the coffee of the smaller planters, who 
will not put up their own drying 
plants. His intention is to buy the cof- 
'ee in the pulp and pulp it and dry it 
and send it to the coast for sale. 


One would hardly recognize the Olaa 


of a few years ago with the present 
Olaa- At Mountain View has been the 
most decided change. The Kilauea 
3cffee Co. has opened up a tract . of 
[and lor town sites* and have put it on 
the market. Already quite a number 
of Hiloites have purchased lots there 
and are soon to erect summer homes 
thereon. It is quite a decided change 
of air and scenery from Hito and is 
Just far enough away and yet not too 
far. 


A great deal 'has been written lately 


about the coffee blight. By the last 
Kinau samples of the supposed blight 
were brought down and submitted 
to 


both Professor Koebele and Professor 
Brigham. Both gentlemen 'have the 
same opinion and the following letter 
from Professor Brigham will relieve 
the minds of the would-be blight talk- 
ers in Olaa and Puna: 
Mr. Chas. Hyde. 


Dear Sir:—I -have subjected the cof- 


fee plants you sent me to careful mi- 
croscopical examination, and find no 
signs of the Ceylon coffee blight. The 
yellow spots on a few of the leaves are 
caused by the mycelium of a rusl 
fungus (Astilago) common enough am 
harmless. As the fungus was not in 
fructification I could not determine the 
species. The black spots on the leaves 
are the effects of heat, end would be 
caused either by sun or hot weather 
There is no sign of fungus in that.

largest dealers in coffee on the coast 
the need of a Government inspector 
was strongly emphasized. The writer 
stated that there was on the market at 
San Francisco a great quantity of cot 
?ee. sold under the head of Kona, tha 
was of an inferior grade and had been 
improperly cured and dried. The tend- 
ency was to weaken the price in 'the 
market and unless something was done 
and that shortly, that Kona coffee as 
generally known there, would not 
taste anything like the original articl 
here, or bring the price it should. He 
recommended strongly that the Gov 
ernment take hold of the matter aw 
appoint an inspector, whose sole duty 
ahall be to test every tort of coffee be- 
fore shipment end see that k comes 
up to a certain standard. In this way 
Hawaiian coffee woald become known 
and its wortb realized and we could 
get the highest prices for our coffee.

(Kobe, Japan, Chronicle). 


It will probably come as a great dis- 


appointment to the Japanese that the 
commission sitting at Washington to 
inquire into the method of government 
to be applied to Hawaii has advised 
that Japanese should be excluded from 
the franchise. It has been generally be- 
lieved that the Japanese would be ad- 
mitted as citizens under certain condi- 
tions as to residence, and when the 
Japanese Consul at Honolulu appeared 
before the Commission at the time it 
sat In 'Hawaii, we understand that he 
suggested Japanese should be given a 
share in the government. But the views 
of Mr. Dole, the late President of the 
Republic, were strongly against any 
such concession being made, and so the 
Commission has apparently decided to 
advise that Japanese should have no 
electoral rights extended to them. 
When the class of Japanese resorting 
to the Islands is considered, however, 
it can hardly be surprising that the 
Commission should arrive at such a de- 
cision.

grims landed at Plymouth rock. This 
common, almost insignificant Incident 
•was tne beginning of an empire. The 
Hose of History looking upon it saw in 
it the romance of human progress. She 
saw these plain, unromantic, severe 
men, bigoted perhaps, scatter In the 
crevices of New England rocks the 
seeds of "religious liberty," "popular 
government" and "popular education." 
They, unconsciously, fashioned a wand 
out of their intelligent thrift, and loy- 
alty to principle, and with its magic 
caii«u them into lite, and growth and 
fruttfulnesB. Under the shadows of the 
trees thereof, standing In abounding 
and limitless forests between two 
oceans, the plants of religious prosecu- 
tion, political tyranny and ignorance 
cannot thrive. 


And the Muse of History stands to- 


day silent, watchful, hopeful, as ehe 
looks upon the marvelous evolution, 
and the spectacle of a nation greater, 
perhaps, than all other nations, in its 
physical resources, institutions and 
capacity for good and evil, and ehe 
writes across the Star of Empire, this 
sober word "Responsibility." 


Is it not singular that while the hur- 


rah of the nation, rejoicing in its vic- 
tory over a decrepit nation, fills the 
land, that sober and warning voices 
come from Bunker Hill and Lexington, 
the homes of elder Pilgrims and Puri- 
tans? Have their descendants become 
weak and querulous and timid and 
faithless? Have Harvard and Yale, and 
Dartmouth and Williams, and Am- 
fcerst and Brown, and Andover and 
Exeter, and the High school thinned 
the blood of this noble stock and left 
a decrepit crowd to stand around the 
cradle of liberty? 


If these men "the heirs of all the 


ages" are weak and faithless, and 
shrink from the duties imposed by des- 
tiny, New England should pause, and 
ask herself if it is not better to sweep 
these institutions out of existence. 


We who have an everlasting faith in 


the safety of the Pilgrim's principles, 
see that these guardians of the Cradle 
of Liberty, see the word "Responsibil- 
ity" in the eky, with the naked eye, 
and not through tbe erring lenses of 
telescopes. To them the day and the 
hour, in the flush of victory, are grave 
and momentous. It 
is the day of 


thought and resolution, the day for de- 
vising with wisdom the means of dis- 
charging the duties, which Destiny has 
put upon them; the duty of even limit- 
ing the scope of those political prin- 
ciples that have been held sacred since 
the Founders cast the seeds into the 
ledges of N«w England. Whenever they 
have discovered the true and the just 
way of modifying those principles of 
popular government, which have^been 
for two hundred and fifty years 
as 


sacred as the writings upon Sinai, and 
have applied them well in distant parts 
for the good of mankind, they too will 
rise and shout over a conquest, not 
over a decrepit nation, but over ignor- 
ance and cruelty and arrested progress 


The exiles from New England and 


the descendants of the Pilgrims and 
Puritans, now living by the waters of 
this tropical Babylon, today take down 
their harps and sing their song in this 
distant land. What shall it be' While 
the snow lies deep on the shores of 
Massachusetts bay, these exiles strike 
their harps, under the ro>al palms, all 
touched with the softest winds, and 
with their souls dwelling on th/e homes 
of the Founders, sing as it was sung 
in the ages past ' If I forget thee, oh 
Jerusalem let m> right hand forget 
her cunning 
If I do no: remember 


thee, let my tongue cleave to the roof 
of my mouth '

President McKinley'fl message 


in a general way only, with th« relai 
lions now existing between the FedeeaJ 
Government and Ha wall-. -• He does apt' 
intimate that he has any knowledg* of 
the measures, that tbe Commissioners 
will suggest, in their report to. C^n-' 
gress for the government of thie terri- 
tory. He* trusts -that Congress will give 
"earnest consideration", to th^ subject. 
He hope's that Hawaii will be beapflt- 
ted by the change of sovereignty ^and 
the result will justify "the foresigh} of 
chose who for three quarters 'of a -$en- 
tury have looked to the assimilation of 
Hawaii as a natural and inevitable" c,i>n: 
summation in harmony with our needs, 
and In fiuiflllment of our cherished 
traditions." This "assimilation" has 
been a living Issue In these Islands on- 
ly since the year 1893. Dr. McGrew, »nt 
of tbe very forefathers of annexation, 
i,nd the most irrepressible father, In 
season and out of season, may think' ol 
it with some pride, that less than twen- 
ty years ago, any one here who shared 
in the "foresight" mentioned by-Piflep- 
ident McKinley and dared to express it 
in language was subject to severe criti- 
cism. He alone, or nearly alone, had 
planted the invisible flag here, and pa- 
tiently waited for it to materialize. ;He 
may not have bad more practical wis- 
dom in the matter than others who 
were bis -fellow citizens. But he indulg- 
ed in tbe unpopular act from "time im- 
memorial" in proclaiming an abiding 
faith. 


The President avoids any close dis- 


cussion of the relations of the conquer- 
ed territories with the Federal Govern- 
ment. He does declare most emphati- 
cally for the autonomy'of Cuba, and 
that "commercial relations shall - be 
close and reciprocal." Regarding the 
Philippines, as well as Cuba, he advo- 
cates military government until Con- 
gress shall otherwise provide. 
• • 


The message clearly shows President 


McKinley's desire to follow the will of 
the people, if he can find out what it is. 
He has wisely refused to form a policy 
of bis own in such an important mat- 
ter. He recalls without doubt, the un- 
comfortable position in which Presi- 
dent Johnson placed himself, when he 
attempted to force a. policy upon the 
people which they disliked, regarding 
the conquered South. He nas, with the 
broadest spirit of American statesman- 
ship, and in accordance with the- Con- 
stitution simply kept himself abreast 
of the people. 


"The treaty of peace has been sigtted. 


The President will, no 'doubt, in Sub- 
mitting it to the Senate, present^iis 
f lews distinctly and. forcibly, and leave 
the Senate to confirm, alter or rejecV it. 


Debate ia the Senate has already be- 


gun on the rights, duties and obliga- 
tions, under the Constitution. There 
will be strict constructionists and 
liberal conatructionistsl 
While out 


of opposition to the Republican party, 
the Democrats generally may unite 
with tbe strict contructionists. there 
will be a number of Republicans like 
Senators Hale and Hoar, who w.ll de- 
bate and vote on the same lines. Sen- 
ator Vest has already declared that the 
Constitution does not provide for col- 
onial governments. He cites the cele- 
brated Dred Scott case, which was cit- 
ed in tbe columns of this journal sevar- 
al months ago, as a binding decision 'n 
the premises. We repeat what we said 
in discussing it, that our government is 
a very practical affair, supported and 
controlled by a business people. Tie 
Constitution has some India rubber in 
'it, and it will be conveniently stretch- 
ed by the Supreme Court to govern 
cases of great necessity.

IMMIGRANTS ABE CLASSIFIED 


Reeolutton and Supreme 
Court 


Decision—Question of Jurladlot- 


Ion—To Be More Argument 
. 


Habeas corpus arguments were com- 


tlntted yesterday before the Supreme 
Court. In the forenoon Attorney Gen- 
eral Smith concluded hlB argument 
gnu the day before. He -was followed 
by Judge Carter, who • in ft strong 
speech, upheld the action of respona- 
ent Collector General McStocker. Mr 
Thuraton then took the floor and com- 
pleted, the argument for the defense 
The contentions on both aides of the 
cage were based principally on the 
decision recently made, by Chief Jus 
tice Judd, the counsel for the petition- 
ers presenting the decision as a strong 
argument in their favor, while the at- 
torneys for the respondent gave it * 
«loae analysis and endeavored to raaka 
«ane of the points in law there stated, 
turn directly against the ultimate con- 
clusions reached in the document. Mr. 
Thursfcon made a careful argument on 
-the wording of the Newlands' resolu- 
tion. iHe contended that there are 
three classes of Chinese: First—"There 
shall be no further immigration 
of 


Chinese into the Hawaiian Islands, 
wfclch constitute one class; Second— 
"except upon such conditions as are 
now or may hereafter be allowed by 
the laws of fie United States," whdek 
make up the second class; Third— 
"those who are on the Islands now and 
who compose the third class." Those 
who are now seeking admission, fte 
claimed, belong to the first class, foe 
they have not complied with condition* 
whtei. the resolution expressly state* 
must be met. All the necessary ma- 
chinery, toe contended, had been sup- 
plied for enforcing the law against 
this class of Chinese, therefore the law 
should be executed. In answer to the 
argument 
advanced by the opposing 


side that the laws could not be ex- 
tended to these Islands In part and not 
as a whole. Mr. Thurston claimed that 
a law could be extended In piecemeal 
providing the part enforced contained 
within itaelf the maehinery for its ex- 
ecution. 
Hr. Thnrston took up the question or 


court Jurisdiction. It was his belief 
that cases in admiralty and all mat- 
ters -which can be heard only by Fed- 
eral'«onpt8r«onKl>preperly be brought 
before the Supreme Court of Hawaii, 
with the exception of. Chinese qaes- 
tiona, because the Chinese restriction 
laws are the only laws which the res- 
olution provides shall go Into Immed- 
iate effect. The attorney argued the 
Question at length and made extensive 
quotations from United States Supreme 
Court decisions. 
Mr. Silliman answered the conten- 


tions of Mr. Thurston, putting stress 
on the fact that no Federal court had 
yet been established In Hawaii and 
that the Supreme Court of Hawaii was 
the last court of resort, and, further. 
Congress intended to work no such in- 
justice as that for which Mr. Thurston 
contended.

He Is a Noted identity—World's Ra- 


llgtous Congress — Preached 


Here Two Years Ago. 


By the mail just received comes the 


aews of the election of Dr. J. H. Bar- 
rows, of Chicago, to the presidency ol 
Obertin college, and his acceptance Pe- 
cember 6th. 


This important position has been 


vacant since the resignation 
of Dr. 


"I do not understand," said Col. Bar- 


ber In an interview, "how the idea be- 
came prevalent that the regiment was 
being rapidly destroyed at Honolulu 
by disease. I believe that I am safe in 
saying that my command has fared as 
well, if not better, 'than has any other 
regiment which, during this war, has 
seen tropical service. Since we entered 
the service but sixteen men have died, 
and not all of these by any means from 
fever contracted in .the Islands. Camp- 
ing sites at Honolulu are few and not 
of the best. About us were rice fields, 
duck ponds and morasees, giving 
abundant opportunity for the develop- 
ment and spread of malarial germs. 
Then, too, my men from a northern 
clime were suddenly placed in a trop- 
ical one, where they had to sleep right 
on the ground 
"1 cannot aay too much In thank- 


fulness for the good treatment given 
us by the merchants and the ladles of 
Honolulu. A grand farewell demon- 
stration was made in our honor when 
we embarked." 


Col. 
Barber said emphatically that 


he had not turned a finger either way 
in the matter of the reglmeot's recall. 
When asked about *he reported fric- 
tion between himself and Honolulu 
health officers the Colonel declined to 
speak. From other sources It was 
learned a great part of the 
trouble 


came from the jealousy of the official 
class in Honolulu, who resented any 
fancied interference wHih their duties 
on the part of the military. President 
Dole is said to be an exception in this 
respect and his bearing to the officers 
was uniformly eourteous. 


The explanation at Lieut. Col S^ack- 


pole as to the better health existing 
among the men of the Engineer Bat-

(Below are the remarks, In part, 


made by President Dole to the boyg 
and -girls of the Kamehameha schools 
at the Founder's day literary and musi- 
cal exercises, December 19, 1898). 


The education of the heart is what I 


shall speak about 
I wish to speak 


about an important side of education, 
without which the education of the 
head and hand, I may say is useless 
and is dangerous to society It is dan- 
gerous to educate a man without giv- 
ing him an education of the heart 


If jou educate a man's hands anil 


brain and do not educate his heart and 
put within him nobie principles, then 
he becomes a \ery dangerous element 
in society 
Instead of being a chicken 


thief he is a skillful burglar 
He may 


counterfeit money, break vour safe, etc 
any for the whole of his life go on liv- 
ing on the public, because of bis edu- 
cation of the hand and biam or be- 
cause of skill in accounts he may be- 
come a great monopolist and like the 
great squid in •vender museum, may 
stretch his arms cner a continent and 
draw the profits and life blood of a 
whole nation crushing legitimate en- 
terpnzes and dm ing men and women 
and children into despair and po\ert>, 
because he is an educated man onlj on 
one side 
I think these illustrations 


will show jou the importance of the 
education of the higher side of the man 
—an education which tends to 
the noblest and best in the man 


An event has happened recently 


of course. It takes a very thoughtful 
child to develop a proper sense of gra- 
titude towards Its parents. It may be 
that something like that aftecta the 
Hawailana. 
They have had a great 


deal done for them and they perhaps 
do not develop a sense of gratitude 
much as children do not develop grati- 
tude toward their parents. Some of you 
j oung men and young women are hav- 
ing your education here through the 
assistance of benevolent men and wom- 
en upon whom you have no claim 
whatever 


The people who help you do not want 


the money back, but I should like to 
see you young men take the stand of 
making an honest effeort to pay the 
money back at whatever cost. 


If you are going to succeed l<n this 


country, full of white men as It will 
be, you must toe full of. that quality 
which will not be under obligations to 
a stranger and that you will not rest 
until you have paid up and are clear 
and are free to do your duty among

I wish to talk to you about the brains 


and the hands. The hands are only the 
slaves of the brain 
Cut the hands off 


and the brains can work, and do great 
things The Herrlshoffs who make the 
swiftest yachts in America are blind. 
Their brains work for them 
Fasten 


it into your minds that the hands are 
only the slaves of the brain, and can' 
do no more than the brain tells them, 
to do The ape has a small brain and 
therefore his hands do little work If 
he had a large brain, his hands would 
do better work 
When you climb a 


cocoanut tree, for the first time, you 
twist off a nut. 
It falls and breaks 


Then the brain works, and says to the 
hands, ' let us try another plan, give 
the nut a twist when it starts down " 
The hands do it, and the out strikes 
on its point and does not crack. The 
hands did not train the brain The brain 
«ducated the hands 
Practice and ex- 


perience teach the brain how to direct 
the hands 
If the brain knows how 4o 


work it can direct not only the hands 
of its own body but the hands of other 
people—sometimes a hundred hands— 
sometimes a thousand 
Mr firassey's 


brain directed 80 000 hands in building 
railroads 
Here is a piece of iron ore. 


It is only worth $1 a ton 
The hands 


that shoved the ore got 50 cents per 
day 
The brain behind the hands does 


not know much 
The hands get tired 


and ask the brains to do bettefi The 
brain then goes to some school and 
studies the making of iron 
It tells 


the hands how to mix lime and char- 
coal with the ore 
Out of this ore then 


comes iron worth $10 and the hands 
are paid $2 instead of 50 cents 
Then 


the 
brain gets more education and 


learns how to make steel, and the 
hands earn more The brain gets more 
•education and teaches the hands how 
to turn this $10 worth of iron into 
$200 of iron goods 
Then into a $1000 


worth of goods The hands and brains 
earn more money but the brain really 
earns the money Then* are a few peo- 
ple in the world who can live without 
the labor of the hands Of the 70,000,000 
ot peop!« in the United States the great 
majority must live upon the work of 
their own hands 
So must you ' And 


vou must keep in mind that it is your 
brami that give value to the work of 
jour hands 
If you stop planning and 


thinking and comparing, then you give 
jour hands poor work to do, and when 
they do poor work there is only poor 
pay Work in the machine shops, and 


his own land is independent What 
you can do with your hornet and lands 
depends entirely upon the way you use 
your brains. One makes $10 from an 
acre of land, another makes $100, an- 
other makes 9500. It is only a question 
of what the brain knows and can teach 
the bauds. 
If you cannot use yonr 


brains, your hands will be of little use. 
AVhatever the conditions are, you must 
do and act like other people, and learn 
as they learn. The best work on the 
soil is brain work, thinking, planning 
and driving the hands wisely. 


I am reminded, as I stand here, of an 


Incident in Hawaiian life—the connec- 
tion In the lives of two Hawaiian born. 
Over fifty yean ago, the Royal school 
was established near the elte of the 
present barracks. It was under the di- 
rection of Mr. and Mrs. Cooke. In this 
school were educated the children of 
the allis, the chiefs. A few others, chil- 
dren of the foreigners in office, Dr. 
Judd and Dr. Armstrong also attended 
it. At the desks occupied by the boys, 
sat Alexander Lthollbo, Kamehameha 
IV, Lot Kamehameha, Kamehameha 
V Lunalilo and Kalakaua. 'At the 
desks occupied by the girls sat Emma 
Roake, Bernice Pauahi, Liliuokalani, 
and others. The sweet-faced girl Pau- 
ahi, was full of girlish fun, and loved 
by all 
In front of Lunalilo sat one 


small boy, full of childish mischief, the 
son of a missionary in the government 
of Kamehameha III. 
These children 


played together in the yard beside the 
school. Fifty years are gone. That 
sweet-faced girl, grew to womanhood, 
and in the prime of life, with her sun 
at the zenith, passed away, leaving as 
her peputual monument this magnifi- 
cent endowment for the education of 
her people, the rarest gift to the Ha- 
waiian people The boy grew up, went 
to America, fought as a soldier in the 
great Civil war, dedicated his life to 
the education of the colored race, and 
in the words of Bishop Brook, became 
the successor to Abraham Lincoln, in 
the task of reconstructing the negro 
race 
He too, in middle life, found his 


burdens too heavy, and was compelled 
to lay them down. 
One might have 


seen, in a vision, the meeting of these 
two children of Hawaii, these noble 
benefactors of mankind, In the 
life 


beyond, joining hands before the troops 
of angles who covered them with flow- 
ers with leis from the immortal plants 
of life 
And the Angel of the Record, 


opened his Book of Deeds, dipped his 
pen in the Celestial light, wrote across 
the names of these children of the 
Royal school 
"Well done, good and 


faithful servants "

(From the Message.) 


CANAL. 


The Nicaragua Canal Commission, 


under the cnairmanahip of Rear Ad- 
jniral John G. Walker, appointed July 
24, 1897, under the authority of a pro- 
vision, in the sundry civil act of June 
4th of that year, has nearly completed 
ita -labors, and the results of its ex- 
haustive Inquiry Into the proper route, 
the feasibility and the cost of con- 
8tru*tion of an toteroceanic canal by 
a Nicaraguan route, will be_latd be- 
tore you. to the performance "of its 
work the commission received all pos- 
sible courtesy and assistance from the 
Governments of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica, -which thus testified their appre- 
ciation of the importance of giving a 


" speedy and practical outcome to the 


project. 
As the scope of recent inquiry em- 


braced the whole subject, with the aim 
of • making plans and surveys for a 
canal by the most convenient route, it 
necessarily included a review of the re- 
sults of previous surveys and plans, 
and in particular those adopted by the 
Maritime Canal Company, under its ex- 
isting concessions from Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, so that to this extent these 
grants necessarily held an essential 
part in the deliberations and conclu- 
sions of the Canal Commission as they 
have held and mus£ needs hold in tbe 
discussion of the-matter by Congress. 


•Under these circumstances and in 


view of overtures made to the Govern- 
ment of Nicaragua and Costa Rica by 
other parties for a new canal conces- 
sion predicated on the assumed ap- 
proaching lapse of the contracts of the 
Maritime Canal Company with those 
states, I have not 'hesitated to express 
my convictions that considerations of 
expediency and international policy, as 
between the several. governments in- 
terested in the construction and con- 
trol of an interoceanic canal by this 
.route, require the maintainance of the 
status quo until the Canal Commission 
shall have reported and the United 
States Congress shall have had the op- 
portunity to pass finally upon the 
whole matter during the present ses- 
sion without prejudice by reason of 
any change in the existing conditions. 


Nevertheless it appears (that the Gov- 


ernment of Nicaragua, as one of its 
last sovereign acts before merging its 
powers in those of the newly formed 
United States of Central America, has 
granted an optional concession to an- 
other association, to become effective 
on the expiration of the present grant 
It does not appear what surveys have 
been made or what route is proposed 
under this contingent granted-, so that 
an examination of the feasibility of its 
Diane is necessarily not embraced in 
the report of the Canal Commission. 
All these circumstances suggest the 
urgency of some definite action by the 
Congress at this session if the labors of 
the past are to be utilized and the link- 
ing of tbe Atlantic and Pacific oceans 
by a practical waterway is to be real- 
ized. 
That the construction of such a 


maritime highway is now more than 
ever indispensable to that intimate and 
ready intercommunication between our 
Eastern and Western seaboards de- 
manded by the annexation of the Ha- 
waiian Islands and the prospective ex- 
pansion of our influence and commerce 
to the Pacific, and that our national 
policy now more 
imperatively than 


ever calls for its control by this Gov- 
ernment, are propositions which, I 
doubt not, the Congress will duly ap- 
preciate and wisely act upon. 


ARMY. 


"The importance of legislation for the 
permanent increase of the army is, 
therefore, manifest, and the recom- 
mendation of the Secretary of War for 
that purpose has my unqualified ap- 
proval. There can be no question that 
at this time, and probably for some 
time in the future, 100,000 men will be 
none too many to meet the necessities 
of the situation. At all events, whether 
that number shall be required perma- 
nently or not, the power should be giv- 
en to the President to enlist that force 
if in his discretion, it should be nec- 
essary and that 
further 
discretion 


should be given him to recruit within 
the above limit from the inhabitants 
of tbe Islands with the government of 
which we are charged. 
It is my purpose to muster out tbe 
j 


entire volunteer army as soon as th« 
Congress (Shall provide for tbe Incre&M 
of the regular establishment. This will 
be only an act of justice, and will be-; 
much appreciated by tbe brave men 
•who left tbeir boines and employments 
<o belp the countr yln its emergency.
